For the firſt: Grations hearts love Jernſalem, in 4 
mourning Condition. oy 

. Tolove Jersfalezs, when ſhe is beaurtfied with all 
her glorious Ornaments, whenfſhe is inher tall ſplen- 
dor, even intheeyes ofall, as ſometimes ſhe is, this 
is nothing : But then to love her, whea ſhee is in her 
afflited eftate; when all is monrnefull, and darke a- 
bour her;then this is true and pure love indeed. This 
is the love of the Saints, the Scale of thine houſe hath 
eaten mevp. This was ſpoken when the Church was 
ina hardcondition.. As it was with Chriſt ,.chough 
Hee was. a manof ſorrowes, there was no outward 
beauty or comelinefſe to make him defirable ; if 
lookedupon withacarnall eye, yet to the Saints, 
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hee was , andis altogether lovely , alrogether defi- 

| rous, for ſo are the words according ro the origi- 
nall: Caxt. 5. 16, Chri# is greater in the efteeine 
of the Saints , then Auguſtus in the height of his 
throne : major in ftabuls Chriſtus, quam in culmine im. 
peri Auguſtus ; Though Chriſt bee as 4 bundle of 
myrrhe, in which there is bitternefle;, yer he'is rhe 
Welbeloved of hs Church , and Hee ſhall lye all nighe 
between her breaſts. Cant. 1+ 13. 

Foſephue tells us , when the ſewes were in profpe- 
rity , the Samaritans would owne them, -as velong- 
ing to their bloud ; bur whenthey were inadverſity, 
then they degyedany relatioa to them, they knew 
not whence they were. Thus the hearts. of many 
ſtand towards Jernſalezs ; when {hee is Anuriſhing, 
they can rejoyce with her z but when ſhee'is 'ina 
mournfull condition, they have vile thoughts of ker. 
But as. the Church is the dearcly beloved of Gods 
ſoule, thoughſhebe given into rhe hands of her cne- 
mies : ſo is ſhe eventhen the dearely beloved of the N 
ſoules ofthe Saints. Though the hath lien amongſt "74

Feruſalem was in a fad condition,when therewas a 
defeRion of the ten Tribs from 7ada4 , and from the 
trueworſhip of God in Jeruſalem, the Calves be- 
ing ſetupin Darn and Bethel, yer even then, thoſe 
whoſe hearts were gratious , loved Feruſalem , and 
would venture to goe thither to worſhip the Lord in 
the trueway of bis worſhip, though it-were to theit 
great hazard: So Hoſt 55 1. bi Were 
&- 55; — 
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a ſnare 0» Mizpah,and a ner ſpread upon Tabor, thoſt 
two places were in the way between Samaris and Je- 
ruſalem,where there were watches ſer to take ſuch 
as went to Fernſalemto worſhip, which were as 4 


ſvare and net to them, and the text "ſaith the Prieſts 


were this ſuare and net,cither they themſelves would 
be watching there, and taking men as they were go- 
ing, or at leaſt they were the procurers of ſuch wat- 
chings of men, they ſtirred up the Princes and rulers 
thus to enſnare men; they had their ſpies to finde out 
who they were that muſt be ſo preciſe as not to be 
content with that worſhip there was at Dan and Be. 
zbel. But they muſt go to Jersſalem to-worthipy ex- 
ceeding ſcorn was caſt upon ſuch. Hence that ſpeech 
of AmaJiah to Amos, Flee into the land of Judah: as if 
he ſhould ſay, That 7s 4 fitter place for you then this. 


- Youare ſo ſtri& and preciſe , we are not good e- 


nough for you, why are you not gone to Fudah, we 
are:Idolaters here,we have no true Church here,no 
body knows how to worſhip God but thoſe in F«- 
dah, it were better that you, and all ſuch as you are, 
were in-Judah. Thus the true worſhip of God in Je- 
ruſalem where: the- Temple was, was perſecuted, 
ſcorned, and contemned. Yetthoſe who were gra- 
cious, all'thoſe whoſe hearts God touched to ſeek 
the Lord God of Iſrael, they would go to Jeruſalem 
whatſoeyer they ſufferedfor ir.

of; Gods "worſhip at Ferwfalew,” "The _ 
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beautie is rpo greatto be darkned by any thing with- 
Our, it ſhines thorowall toaſpirituall heart,though 
ir may ſometimes be' blacke, yet it is alwayes 
comely, 

Lately God put our love to Feraſalem to the tri 
211, for it was in a mournfull eſtate, What manifeſt a- 
tions of love to her were therethen, if your hearts 
were deceived with the paintings and deckings of 
that mother of fornications, if your hearts were 
drawn aſide by the outward pomp and glory of 34- 
bylon, you can have little comfort in all that God 
bath done, and is yet further doing for 7eruſalem, in 
all that beauty he1s putting upon her, although now 
you may finde many Parliamentary Converts; who 
will come in and fawne and glaver, as if they now lo- 
ved Zeruſalems,yet truſtthem not,they have diſcover- 
ed alreadie the falſenefleof their hearts , they love 
their bellies, they love their 4ivings, but Teruſalem 
they love not.

wife to helpe to bring forth this mercy : hence there 
hath been ſo little paines of travaile. 

But what is itthar is brought forth? What though 
there hath been no paine in cravaile, yer if ſome effe- 
minate, meane, unworthy thing be brought forth, 
what great caulc is there of rejoycing 2 Oh ! no, it is 
no ſuch meane unworthy -thing ;-it is 4 94x-childe 
that is brought forth, and there is joy when a man- 
childe is borne into the world : It is a mercy full of 
ftrength and vigor, that preſently cruſherh choſe 
Babyloniſh Brats of innovations, lately hatched, and 
promiſes great mercy to us; it is a mercy of great 
conſequence, glorious in our eyes, and in the eyes 
of all the Nations round about us. 

There is a doſcfull complaint of the Church, 1-

we beeninthy fight, 0 Lord : We have been inpaine, 
and we Ry S it were brought forth winks «9 
have not wrought any deliverance in the earth. What 
a difference is there berween our eſtates now, and 
theirs then £ They were in pangs of travaile, and 
yet brought forth winde , we are delivered from the 
paines of travaile, and yet thorough Gods mercy 
have brought forth « mex-childe; aglorious delive- 
rance is wrought in this our earth. A mercy that is 
a foundation of mercy to the generations to come, 
yea, not ouvely to us, but to the Chriſtian world : 
ſuch a mercy as is beyond the paralel with any merey 
Exglandever had ſince the Gojpel came into it. Suc

ſtead of it, behold a cap of ſalvation, let us thankfully 
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things God. hath done by you, as hath argued che 
;magnanimirie, the true heroicall rayfings of your 


ſpirics; for which, yournames will be blefled to all 
ages. God inthis latter age is about to rayſe himſelfe 
a glorious nameinthe world, ro ſet up his King upon 
hes holy hill; to make leruſalem the prayſe of the whole 
earth. This that hath been already done, is a pre- 
paration for, a forerunner of, and a furtherance to this 


great and glorious worke of God; and bleſſed are 
thoſe men, whom God ſhall pleaſe romake inſtru-

all the.reformed Churches inthe world; And would; 
not this make for Gods honour ta prevent much of

Here we havethe wonderfulneſſe, and rhe ſhd- 
denneſle of this grearmercie ; and ſuch is our metrcie 
this day, wonderfull and ſudden.

that Scripture that he wickedly abuſed, we are called

That we ſhould haveſuch a change, ſuch a Refor- 
mationas we have, ſo ſudden, ſo great, in a peaceable 


us from his ordinary way of dealings with his pegple,: 


way, and yetno morechange in the hearts of ſome 


whom it ſo much concerns, that God ſhould carrie 
on a reformation in a forcible way without the 
change of mens hearts, this is no great wonder z or 
that he ſhould carry it on peaceably with changing 


mens hearts, 'this were not ſo great 'a wonder nel- 


ther : but that the Reformation ſhould be ſo much, 
that ſo little: chinge of hearcs, and yet all in peace, 
this isthe wonder of the work ; Who hath heard ſach 
athing ? Who harhever ſeen fuch a thing? This is 


the miracle of our age; other'mercies; cils for thank- 
fulneſſe, but this for the high praiſes of our God, to be 


: 
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inour hearts,mouthes, and lives : The generationtro 
come will hardly beleeve the records of what hath 
been done if we tell them the one balfe, they will 
think ſurely we doe hyperbolize ; Gods thoughts 
of mercy appeare in this above us 4s high as the 
heavens are above the earth : In this bis name « ex- 
tolled above all praiſe z Since the beginning of the 
world men have not beard, neither bath the eye ſeene, O 
God(not only what thou haſt prepared, but) what thou 
haſt wrought for them that have waited upon thee , 
we might all have ſtood amazed at the hideons 
judgement that might at this time have been upon 
us z but now we are all amazed, and our hearts are 
even aſtoniſhed at the vaſtneſle , infiniteneſſe, 
ſtrangeneſle of the mercies of our God upon us. 

Nothing but a miracle of providence could have 
prevented miſery, and it hath done it: if ever that 
which was. as it were, the Fpiphonema of Moſes his 
ſong, Ex04, 15. were ſeaſonably applied, then now 
it may: who is like unto thee O Lord amongſt the 
Gods, glorious in holineſſe, fearefull :n praiſes, doing 
wonders ? and as that deliverance from X#gyp: was 
a type of deliverance from Aztichrift , ſo may we 
again make uſe of the revewallof that ſong of Aſo- 
ſes, Apoc. 15, 3,4. great and marvellous are thy works, 
O Lord God almighty, juſt and trae are thy wayes, O 
thou King of Saints : verily that which God bath 
done for us, is enough to turne from Atheiſme, 
It is an argument to help againſt unbeleeving, de- 
termining thoughts for ever. 

We along time admired what God would doe 
with ſo many of his pretious Saints in —_—_— 
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_ with ſo many prayers of his people. ſome now in 


heaven, others living, which prayers we knew he 
bad treaſured upwith him ; Now God hath done 
great things, we ſee zow what mercy God had for 
his people,we ſee mapa gracious anſwer of prayers; 
and we who feared, that we ſhould have been the 
generationof Gods wrath, we are made the genera- 
rion of inheriting, of reaping the plentifull harveſt 
of the prayers of our forefathers. God 1n that he 
bath done for us, hath gone beyond our farth, our 
hope, our thoaghts, yea beyond our ſenſe ; and when 
we admire moſt his mercies, yet they are beyond 
our admiration. Numb. 23,23. it ſhall bee ſaid, 
from this time, what harh God wrought ? we ma 

now ſay,and all generations hereafter ſay, what hat 


God wrought £ 


Conſider how great things God hath dene for us, only 
now let us ſeare the Lord, and ſerve him with all our 
hearts ; 1 Sam, 12.. {O it maybe ſaid of the eſtate of 
England this day in regard of mercies, who hath 
heard (uch a th:ng? who hath ever ſeen ſucha thing? Oh 
that it might be as well faid of us in regard of 
thankfulneſſe,in regard of obedrence, who hath heard 
of ſuch a reformation inthe lives and wayes of a 

eOple > who hath ever ſeene a nation turning ſo ro 
God as Ergland hath done? God hath made us won- 
derfull in mercies : oh if-we were the wondcr of 
the world in duties and obedience z Our mercies 
are extraordinary, onr [erT1ce, eur returne Of thank. 
fulneſſe bad need have mwch in it that is extraordi- 
nary. SO it muſt be,if we returne to God according 
to.what Cad hath done for us, {or want of which 
Hezekiah 
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Hezekiab is charged, though indeed he did returne 
muchb,as you heard. That which 1s fit for a Parlta- 
ment now to doe for God, asa teſtimony of thank- 
fuineſſe in the name of the whole Kinzdome, for 
thoſe glorious things that God hath done for us,had 
rced of a great deaie of worth and excellency in it, 
We read 706 31, 3. of firange puniſhment for the 
workers of zniquity, we have becic workers of tnt- 
quity, and yet we meet with ſtrange mercy ; God 
fecimes (as it werc) here ro make ar exceprion from 
the gencr-l|rule, Blame not therefore thoſe Afi» 
nifiers and others who in the Name of the Lord 
have threarved, and who have feared , dreadful! 
ſirange j#dgements; for according to the ordinary 
rule, ſo ir muſt have beene ; they therefore were 
not miſtaken, for to that we muſt looke. What if 
God willexempt us ? what if God will ſhew his 
prerogative inthe diſpenſation of his mercy, and 
make us the ſubje& of it ? his Word threatned, 
ſtill remarres trueand (hall doe for ever, ſurely God 
hath a love to Ezglazd in this his gracious and 
wonderfull waies of his dealings with us ; it may be 
he remembers the kindneſſe of our youth,for England 
was the firſt Kingdome 1n all the world that recei- 
ved the Goſpelwith the countenance of ſupreame 
authority, 1t was prima proumciarum que amplexa 
eft fidem Chriſti, So Sabellicus and others. And let - 
me ſay one word for our encouragement,although 
we have much ſinneamoneſt us, yer I doubt whe- 
ther God hath ſo much glory from all the world, 
as he hath from our Natioz , andour brethrenof 
Scotland: Surely God hatha .—Y willto wm 
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he hath done great and will doe great things for 
England, and you Right Honourable hath be raiſed 
upto be imfſtrumentall for him in theſe wates of 
his glorzous merctes towards us. 

Shall the earth bring forth in a day ? ſhall « Nat:- 
ou be borne at ouce,) Here we have the ſuddenneſſe of 
the mercy. If we had ſtaied many yeares, andat 
the laſt had got what wee have wee ſhould have 
thought itworth the ſtaying ;z but behold che Lord 
is us 1.43wa7es, as Fſay 31.5. As birds fling, fo 
will che Lord of Hoſts defend Ieru{altm, as Birds ſee- 
ing their youwrg oxes in danger, they make haſte 
and flye apace to defend them, even fo haththe 
Lord done to us, in ſtead of the flying rowle 
full of curſes, wee have mercy come flying in 
upon us. And Cap. 65. Verſe 18. of this pro- 
phefie, God promiſes to create leruſalem a rejnycing, 
aud her people a joy ; Now Creatio fit in mmſtant:, 
Sudden judgements are moſt dreadfull, and ſudden 
mercies moſt comfortable. Gods mercies to his 
people in their returne from captivity were very 
flow. It isobſerved that they were ſeventy yeares 
from thebeginniog of the ret#rne, tothe finiſhing 
the building of the VVall, and of the Temple, fo 
many interruptions they had in their worke 4 wee 
bave abundance of mercy come in one yeare; it is 
not yet a yeare fincethe beginning of onr mercy, 
and yet the unthankful hearts that many havegthey 
cry out of the length of time , Oh, how long bath 
the Parliament ſate,and yet thrngs are not ſetled, Cer- 
mmely we who have waited ppon the Lord inthe 
waies Ofhhis judgements, may well now watte upon 
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him' in the waies of his merctes z; we may well waite 
for the remainder of mercy, ſceiovgſo much as we 
bave bas prevented us, has come ſo ſuddenly, fo 
unexpeRedly upon us. 

Cardinall Poole in an Oration to the Parliament 
in the beginning of Queene Mary, hath this expreſ- 
ſion to ſer out the ſuddennefle of Popery ſpreading 
over the Kingdome again: 7: « come,ſaies he,not as 
the encreaſe of the firokes of the clockes , which encreaſe 
their ſtrokes by diftinRion of times, but altogether , at 
once, even in a moment, Thus he ſets out thealrera- 
tion there was then, for the encouraging the Par- 
liament in their workezbut your right Honourable 
may have another manner of encouragement in 
your worke now, fromthe ſuddennefle of Gods 
great worke of mercy towards us , for Gods hand 
bath appeared glorious to you and us in it. Scarce 
ever was there a more ſudden turne of the face of 
things ina Kingdome fince the worldbegan ; that 
which men doe ſuddenly, uſually miſcarries, their 
ſudden conceptions prove abortive inthe. birth, 
their fadden birchs uſually prove miſ-ſhapen ones 
and monſtrous. It was wont to bee the ſpeech of 
4 wiſe mas , when hee ſaw any over haſty in their 
bufinefſe ; Stay awhile and you ſhall make an end the 
ſooner. 

The adverſaries made more hafte than good 
ſpeed, they {aid they would devoare at once, they 
drove on furiouſly like the driving of 7eb«the ſonne  _ _ 
of Nemſbi. They thought allwas fure, a[lwas done, ,,,properar 
bur-the Lord hath rebuked them. The changers & adbac 
of Gods worſhip amongſt the ren Tribeswere yo ab 
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ſer, Hoſea 7.4, Though they were hot as ar over 
in their reſolutions and deſires to bring in a falſe 
worſhip, = they take time as te Baker to knead 
their dough , and then to ſtay al! night till it bee 
leavencd ; they would firſt labour to prepare the 
bearts of people toreceive that new way of wor- 
ſhip before they would violently urge it upon 
them, and ſo leaven rheir hearts, and then they 
brought it in: but theſe men comewith viol-nce to 
thruſt in cheir innovations upon us; had they heere 
ſo wiſe to have come by degrees, & io have ſyugzht 
tO have leavened mens hearts firſt we had been in ex- 
ceeding danger to have received all , bur God hath 
made their violence to be our advantage : Wee 
read of Mephiboſheths Nurſe, by making haſte ſhe 
let him fall and /amed him ; fo theſe men by ma- 
king too much haſte have lamed their brats they ſo 
much dandled, their projets they ſo much pleaſed 
themſelves in. 

But though mens ſuddennefſe often proves 
their ruine, yet what God does ſuddenly, is done 
ſtrongly and ſurely; Creazed things that are proper- 
ly Gods, are alwaies ſwdden, and they are alwaies 
perfe&t. Thoſe aretwo true maximes, Creat: ſit i 

#uſtants, and yet ome creatum perfetum ; but gene- 
rated things that are by the creature , and require 
time, they prove many times monſtrous. Our ſud- 

den mercy 1s glorious mercy, and in this, let us re- 

Joyce and pra iſe the Lord. 

Laſtly, Verſe 9. ſhall I bring to the birth and zot 
cauſe to bring forth , ſaith the Lord , ſhall Icauſe to

You have the advantages of the time, for this is 


the time for God to doe great things for his Chur- 


ches ; time was when God ſtirred up his ſervants to 
ſtand againſt the wayes of Antichriſt, only to give 
teſtimony to his truth, and to exerciſe their graces ; 
but hee ler Antihrift prevaile , becauſe then. Gods 
time to pull him downe was not come : he was to 
proſper yet further, to- grow up higber ; but zow 
Godcalls you to appeare againft him,and his waies, 
Atthis time God intends toruine him. You come 
at the time of his downfall, when he is falling, in 
Gods very day of recompencing vengeance for all 
the blood he hath ſhed, and all the miſchiefe he hath 
done; and therefore thoſe who ſeck now to uphold 
him, thoſe whowill now appeare for him, are as men 


.* borne out of due time, if oy bad appeared heretofore, 
perhaps they might bave 


ad their wills, their laſts 
might for a while have beene fatisfied ; but now they 
come in a time wherein God is fighting againſt 


-bim; and hath ſet himſelfe agaipſt him 3 now they 


come at the' moſt miſerable diſadvantage that can 
be zall of you therefore who love Teruſalem, take cou- 
rage in ſetting your ſelves againſt the An:zchriſtiax 
party, in all thoſe waies that God calls you unto, the 
ifſie will certainely be glorious. Naturall aQtions 
are ftrongeſt at the laſt; manifeſtthat what you have 
already done hath beene froman ward prixciple, 


by goingon ſtrongly, yea by the encreaſe of your 
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frength in what is to bee done. 


God forbidthat any of you ſhould now pgive ing if 


any draw back, my ſoule ſhall bave no pleaſure in him 
ſarth the Lord :you have begunne the worke with an 
impetus of ſpirit full of life and zeale, let it not now 


abate in you; you have made the adverſaries afraid 
of you, let notany of your fr:ezds be aſhamed of an 
of you : The ſþiritsof the beſt doe often muchdif. 


fer from themſelves ; what'a ſpirit had Elias, 1 Kengs 


18, he meets with the King and tells him, heard: 


his fathers houſe had troubled Iſrael; he brought downe 
fire from heaven , and ra7ze from heaven, ana /lew 
foure hundred and fifty of Baals Prophets, yet Chap. 10. 
he did but heare of /ezabels threat,and he ran away. 
This exhortation of looking to your ſpirits to 
be conſtant (although for the preſent you have never 
fuch brave ſpirits 8 reſolutions) is not unſeaſonable, 
traſt not your owne ſpirits, but watch and pray, that 
ye enter not into temptation : Let the feare of the 
great truſt committed to you , -keepe your bearts 
up. Now publike ſpirits, now fpirits diſ-engaged 
from all ſelfe ends, 'now twely noble ſpirits ace of 
infinite uſe, Vhat though you have wearied your 
ſelves by your long ſitring, yet it ſhould be with you 
as it was with G7deons three bundred men, Tudges $4, 
they were farnt, yer purſued, let itbe ſowith yougz you 
may indeed by this long _—_ baveeven waſted the 
marrow in your bones, your ſpirits and ſtrength; we 
are not unſenſible of this. The Lord recompence 
this to you and to-your poſterity' : but- this waſting: 
is your glory before God and men ; how much better 
is it thus to be waſted "_ by any way of ſinor lick- 
..- 
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-neſſe ? whatdoe we live for, but to doe ſervice for 
our Cod? Your worke is honourable z though your 
dayes ſhould prove fewer, yet know, you now live 
long ina little time. And men called out to ſuch 
great workes as youare, muſt be willing to empty 
out themſelves, to let their oyle waſte for the publike 
good, as thoſe two Olive branches, Zach. 4.12, They 
emptied tbe golden oyle out of themſelves , Theſe were 
the two annointed ones that ſtood before the Lord, 
Verſe 14. the two that were ſet apart for great ſervice 
for the worke of the Lord. 

You are,Right Honourable,divers bundreds .o/rve 
branches, and youſtand (the annointed ones) before 
the Lord. G od! bath ſet you part from your brethren 
to 2 glorious ſervice, upon which much, yea almoſt 
all our good, and the good of the Chriſtian world 
depends : although your oy/e be golden oye, let it not 
grieve you to empty it out of your ſelves ; the 
bleſſing of it will returne in _vpon you and yoursz 
I have readof Pompey carrying corne to Kome in tine 
of dearth, being to paſſe through dangers, he ſpake 
thus, 7t is neceſſar5that corne be carried not that Ilive, 
The worke you have in handis neceſſary, you will 
loſe nothing though your lives be hazarded in it, 
And be ſure in what you havedone , give God all 
the glory, glory be ro God 01: bigh, peace on earth,placet 
aiftributro ifla , that diſtribution pleaſeth me well, 
(ates an ancient : Ay, fo be it we may have peace, let 
God have all the glory, if weelet more than our 
ſhare ſtick toour ſelves, it ſpoiles all. Fece, Fece, 
faies Lather, men cry out, Fect,Fert, dum fiunt feces ; 
this glorying in themſelves makes them and their 
aRions but as dregs. And 
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And now ſet your ſelves to honour God in this 
large opporrnniry he bath given you to honour him 
in zi is like many of you uponyour ſick beds have 
ſometimes made vowes to God to doe himſcrvice 
if ever he reſtored you ; now you have a large op- 
pormnity of ſervice, wherein you may pay all your 
vowes, and God lookes to have them fulfilled. 
| Yeeare now going downe into your countreyes 
ſhew your ſelves there as the worthies of the Lord» 
let your faces ſhine, as Moſes bis did, when he had 
beene upon the Aſount forty dayes ; you have beene 
many daies inthe work of the Lord raiſed on bigh, 
now goe away and appeare in your countrey amongſt 
your people, ſhining with w:ſdome, juſtice, zeale, cou- 
» $k rage, for God and bis people. Theeyes of people 
willbe much upon you, the honor of rodliveſls is 
much engaged in you; yee who repreſent God in 
your places, is it notreaſon that ye ſhould reſemble 
God in, your lives. I have read of Scipio Africanu, 
when hetooke New Carthage iz Sparre, there bein 
anodbjet for his luſt preſented to him, he anſwered, 
If I were a common ſouldter, 1 would ſatisfie my deſires, 
"- but being Commander, 1 will nat, So when any ſtr 
temptation comes toany of you to evill, the ſame 
temptations that heretofore came, perhapsto the 
fatne evills that heretofore you have beene guilty. 
I of, Anſwer themnow; 7f [were not a Parlament 
man, ff 7 were x0t one upon whom ſuch a great charge- 
ts laid, unto whom ſuch a great truſt is commitred, 
1 might perhaps doe as others, or as I my ſelfe heretofore 
have done, but God forbid I ſhould now doe it ; The an- 
rOinting of God: i «pon me, in the ſetting me par 
rom:
